Those scandals are 
only the outward evidences that we are 
still in the rashness of our youth, and 
not that we have lost sight of our ideals. 
The country is all right and the peo- 
ple are all rigit. We are now having 
a mud bath, which smells to heaven, 
but. from which in the end we shall 
emerge with our social, political, finan- 
cial and industrial bodies healed of their 
present sores and made pure and clean. 
I-am not afraid of the American 


people.” 
‘A Word About Immigration. 

“Yes, doctor, but how about the for- 
eigners who are coming in such hordes 
from Europe?’ 

“There ig no reason to be alarmed 
about that. They will be swallowed up 
in the great sea of Americanism and in 
time will make good citizens, These 
immigration streams may be compared 
to those whicn flow down the hills into 
the ocean. Some of the steams are 
loaded with filth, some tainted with cor- 
ruption, but all are swallowed up and 
the ocean itself is pre. I Knew that 


many of our immigrants come from the 
lower clasees of humanity. Some are 
ighorant and some vicious, but our great 
national body will absorb them and still 
maintain its purity and. individuality.

Robert Collyer vs.. Doctor Osler.

It was the second mutiny in the history 
ef the.British navy, -the first being the 
mutiny at the Nore over a century ago. 
Then the mutineers’ leaders were hung 
by the yardarm. Now they are sentenced 
to five years’ hard labor in the peniten- 
itary. 

The details of the mutiny, of course, 
are familiar to readers in the United 
States.

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Review of the Studies of the Vier! 
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Commission in Annual Report Statés That Delve d 0, 
Trains Are Largely Due to Through | 
_ Sleepers. ‘i

‘the state railroad commission has just 
completed its annual report to Governor 
Terrell and sent it to tae state printer. 

Perhaps the most interesting feature 
of the commission's report just at this 
time is the added stress which it lays 
on the importance of legislation Increas- 
ing its powers along certain lines. 

Right now there is a demand for some 
power. some authority to require the 
Tafiroads of the state go maintain bet- 
ter schedules and giv@“ae public a more 
prompt service. 

The commission, f{n its annual report 
for 1905, called the attention of the 
governor and the general assembly to 
this matter, but no action was taken. 
(Now, in more emphatic terms the com- 
mission urges the importance of. action 
for the relief of the public, and shows 


to what great inconvenience the people | 


are being put and the loss they are 
compelled to sustain. 

The commission, in addition to au- 
thority over schedules, urges that it be 
given power to deal wita the railroads 
in the matter of sidetracks, which are 
often of great importance to. communities 
and various business interests, 

Authority Over Schedules., 

The railroad commission, in repeating 
its urgent request for authority over 
railroad ‘schedules, with a view to re- 


. Meving the public from much of the in- 


convenience and loss that is now put 
upon it, says in its report, addressed .to 
the governor: 

“Your excellency is well familiar with 
the great inconvenience to .wnaich the 
traveling and shipping public have been 
subjected during the last several months 
by reason of the failure of nearly all the 
railroads in Georgia to maintain the ad- 
vertised. schedules of their. trains.

Scheduled time: fOr departure, by reason 
of waiting for the arrival of trains due 
On connecting roads. These delays in 
time of departure are very frequently 
more than one hour, and in many cases 
from two to four hours. The inconveni- 
ence to the people at the local stations, 
as the result of these delays, is very 
great. Business men, ladies with - chil- 
dren, sometimes physicians called to 
treat serious cases at other stations, 
must wait at these way-stations for 
if the 
weather be inclement, even endangering 
health because the trains do not arrive 
approximatoly on schedule time. 

“On the main lines in Georgia over 
Which through sleeping cars run, there 
@re upward of 450 stations. On some of 
these lines there are two or three trains 
per day, carrying sleeping cars, hence 
the long delays caused by waiting at 
initial points for the through cars are 
multiplied in that proportion, and, al- 
though the through trains do not stop ‘at 
all. of these stations, the number of 
local patrons thus inconvenienced, it will 
be readily observed, amounts to possibly 
thousands per day. And the nuniber is 
much increased when we add those at 
Stations on the branch roads and other 
connections whose trains are held, await- 
ing the arrival of those on the main 
lines. .

courts? Failure to comply with the regis- 
tration’ law, it*is argued, would be tanta- 
mount to doing business in the’ state ille- | 
gally. ‘Has a corporation which is en- 
gaged: in« business ‘In the state illegally, 
the right ‘to use the courts -of the state 
in enforcing its. claims? 

Whether this could be applied ‘to Geor- 
gia corporations or not, is a matter of 
considerable doubt,. but attorneys seem 
to think that there is a possibility of its 
holdings as. regards foreign | corpora- 
tions.. Should a defendant plead in an | 
swer to suit from such a source, that the 
corporation had not complied with the 
law and was doing business.in>the state 
illegally, what would be the court’s de- 
cision? 

The question. raised. is,. to say the least, 
an interesting .one, especially in view. of 
the fact that so large a ‘number. of cor- 
porations doing business, . in "Georgia 
have failed to comply with .the registra- 
tion law. Out. of, a- probable 12,000 to 
15,000 corporations in Georgia, only 3,100 
have registered up to. the present time, 
and the rate at which they are coming |’ 
in does not give promise of many more 
Dy Deecmber |}. 

After the Ist’ of next: ‘month Secretary 
of State Philip Cook’ proposes to secure 
lists of all coroparations from clerks: of 
superior courts and other . sources, and 
those wwhich -do not.’ pro #>tly* comply 
with the law will be asked to contribute 
a fine of $50. 

Perhaps that will bring the law to a 
test in ‘the courts. Several corporations

INCOME AND: INHERITANCE TAXES. 


A prophetic inkling of the administration program in the approach- 
ing session of congress is seen.in a broad interview on the inheritance and 
income tax principles given to The Chcago Tribune by Commissioner of Cor- 
porations Garfield. He emphatically indorses both these methods of curb- 
ing swollen fortunes, leaning a little more hopefully, perhaps, to the former 
than the latter, but expressing confidence in the efficacy of each. 

It is a matter for doubt whether the kindly congressional guardians é, 
organized and individual wealth have as yet been sufficiently impressed by. 


"the public determination on this score to assure immediate enactment of 


either of these pruning devices. It may even require the election of a 
democratic executive and a preponderance of democratic influence in con- 
gress to insure what is essentially the doctrines of that party. 

The point of importance is that the American voter has come to the 
conclusion that these taxes—more especially the income tax—offer the most 
‘direct cure for the inequalities and abuses which have grown up under our 


lax methods of levying taxes, and the incentive thus offered to the unjust |. 


accumulation of prodigous fortunes. 

Sooner or later the existing system will be replaced by one which, while 
violating no rule of law or abstract right, will force the heavier burdens of 
the expénse of government on the shoulders most able to bear them. The 
man of small means, whose income and asséts cannot be hidden, now con- 
tributes to the support of the government in a measure out of all proportion 
to the benefits he receives. The man or corporation enjoying an income of 
several millions are able, by subterfuges which have been regularly system- 
atized, to conceal their wealth, escape with a paltry tribute to the public 
good, and go on piling up.tremendous surpluses. These surpluses, aside from 
evading a just return to the people from whose activities they were accum- 
ulated, are used as actual nStTUMeNS for further evasions and = op- 
pressions. 

A graduated income tax offers the most immediate relief from this injus, 
tice, and the accompanying and constant threat of congested wealth. An

The New A., B. & A. Road. 

The advent of the new Atlanta, Bir- 
mingham and Atlantic railroad into 
Atlanta will mark the completion of 
the most important railroad project 
this city has known since the old 
Richmond and Danville was construct- 
ed, affording a short line to the east. 

Not only will this new and inde 


“pendent line of road benefit Atlanta 


commercially and industrially, to an 
amazing extent, as well as the terri- 
tory through which it passes, put the 
whole state will experience, as the re- 
sult of ite building, the advantage of 
a rearrangement of tariff charges and 
a readjustment of freight rates: that 
the * railroad commission has been 
powerless to bring about. 

President H. M. Atkinson - of the 
new road is credited with another 
purpose which will bring joy to the 
hearts of passengers and shippers. 
The declaration in question is not di- 
rectly quoted, but the statement is so 
typical of the man that there is every 
evidence of its authenticity. Presi- 
dent Atkinson is said to have made 
the statement that if the new road 
under his direction could not serve 


ithe patrons along the line in an en 


trely satisfactory way, and could not 

make the schedules advertised for 
freight and passenger trains, he would 
resign: the management to some rail- 
road man who could obtain that re- 


sult. 


In buying up property and making | 


improvements to secure a right of 
way into Atlanta, a site for the erec- 
tion of its freight terminals and c<n- 
trance into Atlanta’s new terminal sta- 
tion, this road is spending in round 
numbers over $2,000,000. The people 
of this city have not been asked to 
subscribe a cent to secure the benefits 
that will accrue to business generally 
from this new and independent line 
to the sea. 

In the old days before the consti- 
tution of 1877, communities were glad 
to bond themselves and to go down 
in theig pockets, as they were then 
permitted to do, to secure the benefits 
of railroad facilities for their town. 
When the old Richmond and Danville 
railroad, now a part of the Southern, 
was constructed, the patrons along 
the line subscribed liberally to the 
enterprise, and Atlanta bonded itself 
to get the new line. The Atlanta, 
Birmingham and Atlantic has invest- 
ed millions of its own capital to enter 
the field as a competitor with the 
older railroads of the state, and has 
not asked city, state, or individual for 
a dollar. 

What its coming means to the peo- 
ple and the business interests of the 
state, by its operation as an inde- 
pendent and a competitive line to the 
sea, is hard to overestimate. Freight 
ratés will and should be reduced, and 
this will affect not only this one road, 
put all the other roads competing with 
it in Georgia for freight. 

The Atlanta, Birmingham and At- 
lantic will carry freight to Brunswick, 
and will thence transport it in ships 
of the Brunswick Steamship Com- 
pany, which it controls, to ports from 
which it wiil be distributed td a'l parts 
of.the earth. Railway transportation 
is expensive; transportation by water 
is comparatively cheap, and from its

‘number of spindles in recent years from 
2,000,000 to 9,000,000 spindles and more 
being installed.

or 80 per cent of the cotton machinery 
running. Notwithstanding wages ‘have 
been increased and in some sections, 
the south, is paying a larger wage to 
the employees than northern cotton mils. 
Thé manufacturers have orders for goods 
more than they can execute, yet in 
southern mills cobwebs and dust are in 
evidence, simply from the lack of heip 
to operate the mills. 

Over 1,000,000 sola landed from *Ku- 
rope in the United States last year, and 
@ small proportion have come southward, 
although many skilled laborers are in- 
cluded in this vast host. The greatest 
exodus westward since the Israelites left 
Egypt and bids fair to increase in 1907 
onward. 

There should be no law enacted to pre- 
vent any responsible manufacturer ot 
the south from going to Sweden, Nor- 
way, Wenmrark, Great Britain or any 
part of Europe and arrange for such la- 
bor and secure positions and. employ- 
ment on arrival, rather than lang them 
here without friends or employment.

The scope of the work of the Atlanta 
Associated Charities is very broad and fs 
constantly widening. It is one of about 
two hundred similar societies scattered 
throughout this country and also one of 
fifteen societies that contribute a small 
sum each year for the maintenance of a 
bureau of information {In New York city. 
Appeals to -he heads of different socie- 
ties over the country and to ‘persons 
known nationally to be interested in 
charitable matters, from other communf- 
ties undertaking new philanthropic activi- 
ties became so numerous that it was. de- 
cided to be advantageous to organize a 
department, in connection with the New 
York society especially for the purpose 
of collecting and giving out this sort of 
information. Notwithstanding this bu- 
reau the Associated Charities {s always 
glad to furnish any information to other) 
communfties relating to’ any phase of 
philanthropy with which it is familiar: 
The Atlanta Associated Charities has sent 
information to Birmingham, Macon, Sa- 
vannah, Charlotte and to some twenty 
other cities In Georgia. The habit of 
shipping paupers from one community to 
another and wasting money on a form 
of relief which imposes an unjust bur- 
den on some other place and at the same 
time leaving its beneficiary: worse off, 
was very general and .through the ef- 
forts of the board of directors of the As- 
sociated Charities the city council of At-

The specific field of the Associated 
Oharities and its objects are enumerated 
lin @ pamphiet published by it and thése 
are as follows: 

1. To investigate thoroughly the case 
of every applicant for relief... A case was 
reported to the office of an old man and 
his wife, who were being partly support- 
ed by a certain church in Atlanta. The 
members of the ehurch, and the neigh- 
bors of these two people wondered how 
they got further support, for there were 
evidences of it. U'p to the time that the 
Associated Charities took up the case no 
one had ascertained whether the old man 
and his wife had any relatives living. 
Upon. investigating thoroughly, it was 
not only found out that they had relatives 
in Baltimore, Md., but in Washington: 
D. C., and a great many other places 
in the country. Matters developed. Of- 
ficers of the assoclagion learned cwirough 
letters from .relatives that over forty 
years ago a breach had been made in 
the family. Finally one day a letter 
came from a niece in Columbus, O., tell- 
ing tlie Apsociated Charitiés to send 
the old mian and lady to “her home, and 
she could take care of them. It was 
ascertained that a brother had been send- 
ing them checks for $60 nearly every 
month. With this the old couple was 
buying a house. Besides making pay- 
ments on the house they were using this 
money in foolish ways, which brought 
them to practical pauperism. They are 
new living in Columbus, happy in old 
age.

6. To protect the people against ha- 
bitual beggars and frauds. The cases 
of John Stovall, Elien Stovall, his wife, 
and Ray Williams are interesting. .John 
Stovall, as mentioned above, pleaded in- 
curable consumption. His true condition 
was otherwise. A case was made against 
him by the police authorities, and Judge 
Broyles sentenced him to serve thirty 
days in the city stockade. His wife was 
offered a boarding place ang work, which 
she refused. The case of Ray ..lllams, 
who feigned insanity. He was also given 
a sentence of thirty days. It has since 
been ascertained that is not his name and 
he was a desertér from the United States 
army. Somebody got a reward of $50 
for hi scapture. Last winter a cripple 
was begging all over the city, claiming 
that he wanted to get enough money to 
pay for medical attention. He was sent 
to the Associated Charities. Mr. Logan 
told him that he-would get him treated 
for nothing, and the man left t 
There are numerous cases of beggars 
having been known to leave town imme- 
diately after an interview with some of- 
ficer of the society. They come to the 
office, ask for relief. Investigation sets 
in, and they leave town. ‘ine Great 
Cripple, of Marion, N. C., came to see 
Mr. Logan one day fer relief. Mr. Lo- 
gan decided that the best thing to do 
was to send him back home to relatives. 
The beggar made a very ugly remark, 
left the office and has not been heard of 
‘gince. There is one more interesting 
case which has never been brought be- 
fore the public, which can be told from 
the secretary’s report: 

Case of a Frenchman. 

“& Frenchman of about forty, 
bodied and well-dressed (and accompa- 
nied by a little girl), preseated for our 
subs¢ription a Must already containing

He (the 
consul) had sent Mr. Mechaine ang his 
daughter as far as Atlanta in the hope 
that he might get assistance to. take 
himself and family to Montreal. We 
directed Mr‘sMechaine to a person who 
spoke French and asked him to return 
in the afternoon. 

“We always investigate, and in this 
casp we found out-in an hour that there 
was no French consul in. Apalachicoia, 
and that Méchaine was not known there. 

Weshad the vagrancy officer waiting for 
him’ at the appointed hour, but he never 
eame back, nor could we locate him at- 
terwards.”’ 

6. To provide the poor with friends 
who are more than almsgivers and who 
will, by patient, personal influen¢e and 
example, teach them habits of saving, 
@elf-control and independence. This _is 
the greatest work of the Associated Char- 
ities.

The Constitution. The mother has been 
in feéble health and the son-in-law was 
a periodical deserter.

Three Kequisites of Charity. 

Here are the three requisites °f good 
charity: First, investigation. This does 
not mean whether ‘people have anything 
to eat, or any coal in the house; but it 
is a systematic and persistent inquiry 
into the -causes which led te distress. It 
is done with a view to formulating a 
| plan to eradicate the cause, so that dis- 
tress will not recur. Second, adequate 
relief. Thig means sufficient assistance 
C‘rected to the specific. need to render it 
unnecessary for the applicant to heg. 
For instance, the society in providing 
railroad transportation, ‘always furnishes 
it’ to destination so that the person 
sought to be alded will net be required 
to beg his way on from town to town. 
They sent one young man.to Colorado 
Springs for his health. An old tfady, 
aged 79 years, was sent to San Francisco, 
where she had friends and a home 
awaiting. A woman and nine children 
wete sent to Seattle,-Wash., to a sister, 
who head written for her to come.

Nearly one hundred people were treat- 
ed at the hospitals. Their injuries, how- 
ever, were not serious. They had been 
hit by clubs. The soldiers, as a rule, 
used the flat of their swords and the butt 
ends of their rifies.

Three Found Guilty of Con- 
spiracy to Cemmit 
Peonage. 


Pensacola, Fla., November 24.—(Sipe- 
cial.)—W. §S. Harlan, manager of the 
Jackson daumber Company; C. C. Hilton, 
and S. E. Huggins, who were found 
guilty on the charge of conspiracy. to 
commit peonage, ag announced in today's 
Constitution, were released on bonds of 
$3,000 each. 

The alleged conspiracy of Huggins, the 
Georgia man, was in aiding in the ar- 
rest of a Bulgarian workman named Ru- 
dolph Laninger, in Walton county, Flor- 
ida, and returning him with Hilton, an- 
other defendant, to the company’s plant 
at Lockhart, Ala. It developed that Har- 
lan, who is the manager of the plant, had 
telegraphed a deputy sheriff in Walton 
county to “hold man, we will send for 
him,” thus indicating. that the manager 
was as guilty as the others, according 
to the government side, in withholding 
this particular workman from the free- 
dom guaranteed under constitution.

WILL LIVE IN HISTORY
